At about 1:00 p.m., approximately 20 of the 
demonstrators entered the Federal Building lobby and 
attempted to set up banners. A contract guard intervened 
and was struck by demonstrators (no serious injury). 
Federal Protective Service personnel forced group out of 
lobby and SFPD Tactical Squad quelled disturbance. 
Demonstration ended at 1:30 p.m.; no arrests made.

Itfews film clips show several shots being fired by— 
these men in the direction, of the group of protesters, with several 
protesters and at least one assailant- be-ing hit during the shooting. 
Subsequently, evidence -was collected from nine shooting victims, in¬ 
cluding five homicides. Numerous additional items of evidence were 
collected in this case, .some'of which we are sending by personal courier.

On 11/3/79, a march was hd=^ ! by the Workers Viewpoint 
Organization (WVO), Greensboro, North Carolina. Prior 
to start of march, at approximately 11:30 a.m., a van 
Containing suspected members of the Ku Klux Klan and 
others arrived at site of march whereupon a gun fight 
began causing the deaths of four persons and the 
Wounding of several others, two of which were not 
expected to live. 

March permit had been previously granted to the WVO 
by Greensboro, North Carolina, Police Department. 
Greensboro Police Department has identified vehicles 
occupied by Klan members and have arrested twelve 
individuals possibly involved in shooting. Warrants 
are being obtained by the Greensboro Police Department 
charging arrested individuals with murder, attempted 
murder and conspiracy. Agents from the Greensboro 
Resident Agency and Raleigh, North Carolina, Resident 
Agency are on- the scene to investigate possible civil 
rights violations. A'SAC, Charlotte and U.S. Attorney 
on scene. SAC, Charlotte in’.process of returning to 
Charlotte from annual leave to oversee investigation. 

By second teletype Charlotte advises Greensboro 
Police Department has determined most persons involved 
in altercations are from other'areas of the State of 
North Carolina rather than Greensboro. 

At 9:35 a.m., 11/4/79, Civil Rights Supervisor 
Hatfield contacted SAC Monahan, who has returned to 
Charlotte and will remain at Charlotte Office as ASAC 
is on scene at Greensboro.. SAC- advised no further 
activity and all seems quiet in Greensboro at this time.

By letter from FBIHQ to New York, dated 
5/29/75, New York was advised to review its records 
for any information concerning the "Workers Viewpoint." 
These instructions were issued after FBIHQ reviewed 
an article entitled Workers Viewpoint, Volume 3, 
which was contained in the "Guardian" newspaper, which 
is self-described as being based on a Marxism - 
Leninism doctrine. 

In volume 1 of "Workers Viewpoint," a self- 
characterization was set forth indicating it is the 
political organ of a communist organization which is 
composed mainly of Asian-Americans. Its guiding phil¬ 
osophy is Marxism - Leninism - Mao Tse-tung thought. 
Additionally, Workers Viewpoint stated, "We view our¬ 
selves as a part of the general communist movement in ■ 
the U.S. and look forward to uniting with other 
communist organizations on the basis of a common pro¬ 
gram, strategy, tactics and organizational structure."

The overall 
objective is the preservation and protection of the 
lives and property of the citizens of Greensboro and 
any visitors. 

A funeral procession is to be scheduled at 1:30 p.m., 
11/11/79. The CWP (Communist Workers Party) has contracted 
for four burial lots in a nearby cemetery, which is 
the termination point of the procession. Any activity 
or assembly near vicinity of the 11/3/79 killings will 
result in arrest by the Greensboro Police Department.
